of Hebrew as a subject at the Local Bx wninations by speak the earnest desire of 
the l niversity authorities to meet Ar “ jal) 4 T ws on the question, It is very 
desirable that those views should not remain in the theoretical stage merely. 


After taking steps to secure a recognition of Hebrew as an examination-subject, 


we must crown the edifice by taking advant ige of the opportunities which now 


offer themselves for giving practical effect to our wishes. The matter. reste 
with Jewish parents and teachers. As the Delegates no longer insist upon a 
minimum of twenty candidates presenting themselves for examination in Hebrew 
there ought to be no difficulty in getting together the requisite number of pupils 


on most occasions, if: not on every oceasion. It would-be a poor comment on 


the int+rest taken by Jews in the study of the Sacred Language if, after all, 
little or no use were made of the concession made by the Delegates. It would 
go far to show that the importance attached to Hebrew by a non-Jewish body is 
practically contined to them, and is not shared by those who oby iouely ought to 
regard it with the createst possible affection and veneration, 


Nor is the reputation of the o immunity alone concerned in the matter. That 


a large number of Jewish children’ of the Middle Class are constantly under 


instruction in Hebrew is undoubted. The teachers and parents of these children 


must surely be desirous of having the means of reli ibly testing their progress 
in this subject. Hitherto it cannot be s ud that any 8 itisfactory arr ingement has 
existed for such a purpose. While a systematic examination in Hebrew is carried 
on in the communal schools, nothing has been done to rauge with precision 
the amount of knowledge of the subject ac jnired by the hundreds of 
children who are taught at home. Such a slipshod method must -inevitably act 
detrimentally tipon the quality of the instruction and the 


progre SS of the punil, 
If examinations in He brew were conducted hy persons 


as competent as those 
who examine in secular subjects, both pupil and teacher would have a greater 
incentive to do their best. The admission of Hebrew at the Oxford Loeal Ex- 
aminations exactly supplies this desideratum. We contidently expect the best 
results to accrue for the study of the Sacred L inguage fromthe innovation. But 
clearly the results will be nil if those for whose benefit the concession has been 
made fail to avail themselves of it, 


Mr. Claude Montefiore has concluded his course-of lectures. on Isaiah, and 
his success is a source of satisfaction in more w ivs than one. Tle has incident- 
ally given another proof of the lively interest. in Biblical Literature which is 
widely felt by English Jews and Jewesses, for his audience has been large and 
attentive throughout. The community need 


led no further. evidence to assure it 
of the lecturer's own earnestness, oririn tity and scholarship. Mr: Montefiore is 


obviously inspired by the modern school of Diblical criticism, and it is none too 
soon that the problems raised by the current adoption of the new methods should 
be faced by Jews with fairness and eindour. But though Mr. Montefiore 1s 
saturated with the modern theories, he is not carried aw iy by them so far as to 
refuse to admit their points of weakness or to do Injustl ‘¢ tothe older methods of 
interpretation. He has endeavoured, however that the Bible must be 
approached in a critical attitude, aul thit we hive no right to refuse to apply to 
Isaiah principles of criticisin thu owe free!

Berlin journals relate with satisfaction a kind act on the part of the Crown 
Prince of Germany. A Polish tailor, a Jew, a highly respectable and industrious 
man, who had for many yeirs lived in Berlin but had negleeted to naturalise 
himself, suddenly received an order to quit the country with his wife and family: 
The poor fellow could scarcely beli ve that the authorities would deal so harshly 
with a man who had never given them any trouble ‘or had incurred any debts. 
His efforts to obtain a remission of the decree of banishment having proved 
ineffectual, he came to the bold conclusion to seek an audience from the Crown 
Prince. This interview was 1 adily accorded, and the tailor told his story. When 
he had finished, the Prince told him that it was impossible for him to intercede 
with the Governinent, as he himself, like other subjects of the Sovereign, was 
beund to obey the voice of authority, harsh though it might appear. Full of 
sympathy, his [Imperial Highness asked his visitor whither he intended to go, 
and on being told that his destination was Amsterdam, the Crown Prince dis- 
missed the man with the requcst that he should intimate to him the train by 
which he would travel. When the time for departure arrived, the Jewish tailor 
was agreeably surprised to receive, together with a handsome sum of money, 
tickets which had been taken for Amsterdam for all the family at the expense 
of the Crown Prince. But the kindness of his Imperial Highness did not end

here. Having, by desire, announced his arrival at the German Consulate in 


Amsterdam, the man was recently summoned thither, and informed that at the 


request of the Prince, an excellent situation had been found for him, which would 
permit of his living in comfort. 


The handful of anti-Semites in the Austrian Parliament continue to cover 
themselves with ridicule by the persistency and pettiness of their attacks upon 
the Jews. Lately a Catholic priest took occasion to complain in the Reichsrath 
that the Government had appointed iJdew to be a Professor at (Giilli. in Lower 
Styria, and he declared that this appointment was a contravention of the law. 
since the Emperor Maximilian, in the year 1498, had been paid 38.000 florins to 
drive the Jews out of the entire province of Styria. This arrangement was one 
which could not be annulled by any law; yet not only did Jews now reside in 
Styria, but the Government insulted the inhabitants by 
Jewish Professor. It is needless to say that this sly argument, although 
vociferously applauded on the anti-Semitic bench, was receis

POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER. 


The Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter, established at 84, Leman Street, for the pur- 
pose of providing a temporary home (not exceeding a fortnight) for poor fore ign 
Jews on their arrival in London, was consecrated on Sunday evening, by the Rev. 
Dr. Hermann Adler. Among the visitore, many of them actively connected with 
the: institution, were the Revs, M. Haines, J. Kohn Zedek, A. Lowy, J. Reinovitz, 
S. J. Roco,and B, Spiera ; Mr. Samuel Montaga, M.P.; Messrs. I. Abrahams, Moss 
Benjamin, H. Bentwitch, H. Berliner, M, Berlinger, H. Bentwitch, B. Birnbaum, 
H. B. Birnbaum, Ellis A. Franklin, Arthur E,. Franklin, Leonard B. Franklin, H. 
Landau, M. Landau.J. L. Loewy, M. Levy. I. M. Marks, Louis 8, Montagu, F. 
H. Harvey-Samuel, Lewis Solomon, M. Van Thal, I. B, Wechsler 

The Rev. M, Haines read the ordinary service, and the Rev. Bb. Spiers Psalms 
xxi, and czii. 

The Rey. Dr. Hl. Adler offered up the following prayer 

Almighty God! Thy love is as infinite as isthy greatness, Thou hast revealed Thysclf to as 
as loving the stranger, to give him bread and raiment. 

Thou hast commanded, “ And if a stranger sojourn with you in your land ve shall net vex lim, 
But the stranger that dweileth with you shell be unto you as one born among you. Theu shalt 


love him as thyself, for ve were strangers in the land of Egvpt. ' Thon O Lord hast inspired us 
with fee lings of tender pity for our bretbren who arrive at our shores friendless and peor. Pheu 
prom ptest every good resolve that animates our hearts Thou hast filled thy servants with the 


desire to provice shelter for the homeless, raiment forthe naked, food for the bunery. May thy 
loving kindness be upon us O Lord our God and establish Thou the work of our hands, vea tly 
work of our hands, establish Thou it. Take this house under Thy mereiful protection. May no 
evil befall it. Preserve it from fire, from wasting sickness, from all danger. Grant, thateveryone 
who seeketh the protection of this iouse may dwell therein in the fear of Thee, in obeaience, in 
peace and in righteousness. May the inmates who come bere from time to time ever.be pen trated 
with the thought, that they must not eat the bread of idleness, but that if they eat the labrur of 
their hands, then and then only will they be happy, then will it be well with them. 

Lord of Recompense! Bestow Thy heavenly reward upon those who have devoted so my 
anxious thought to establish this temporary shelter, who support it with their means, and who 
stuive to admimiste. it with intelligence and heartfelt concern for the welfare of U 
community. 

King of Kince ! Bestow Thy biessing upon our beloved Queen and her royai house, Eudow 
with wisdem her Ministers and her Counsellors assembied in the High Court of Parliament. Grant 
that the indwellers of this land may ever remain reverent in the use of freedom, just inthe exercise 
of power, and generous in the protection of weakness 

Hold Thy protecting hand over our brethren in every land of their abode. Grant that bene 
forth thev may dwell in safety and in peace, with no one*o makethem afraid. For Thou art an 
Krernal Shelter, our Refugein every generation, our Deliverer, one Releemer, the strongheld in 
whom we trust now and for evermore Amen.

At the conclusion of the religious ceremony, Mr. Samune! Montagu, M.P.. 
Treasurer of the Shelter, took the Chair, and called upon the Honorary Secretary, 
(Mr H_ B. Birnbaum) who read lette rea of apology from Sir Julian Goldsmid, MF. 
and Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.!’., anda list of donations to the funds of the Shelter, 

Mr. Montace, M.P., who was loudly cheered then rose, and said: It isa now 
my pleasing duty to declare this Shelter open for its useful work. (Cheers.) 
Although, according to its name, it is to be a Temporary Shelter only, I hope its 
existence will be of a permanent character, The movement like so many previons 
charitable undertakings emanated the from working men in this district and hax 
before it every chance of a great success, Weare told in Scripture that the poor 
will never cease in the land : we must therefore see that this Institation shall never 
cease to afford a shelter tosome of our pour. At the outset this Shelter had to 
encounter many difficulties. The objections raised against it were of a twofold 
character ; first that it would bring foreigners here, and secondly that it was in 
opposition to the Board of Guardians. I shall endeavour to show that both objec- 
tions are untenable. Emigration to this e¢ untry arises from three canses 
persecution, compulsory military service and the laws regulating labour. Take th- 
firat cause. Can we say that persecution has ceased In Roumania religious in- 
tolerance and trade jealousies have made life almost unbearable for our brethren, 
In Germany, the Prussian Government has sent hundreds of Polish Jews acress the 
frontier. Compulsory service, too, has driven many here and to the United States, 
Theoretically they are wrong not to serve their country ina military capacity, but 
we can hardly blame these young men if yielding to their parents they desert a 
career in which every opening to promotion is closed toa Jew. Such emigration 
must necessarily continue. The third cause of emigration is that labour ie 
better paid here than in. some foreign countries: If a young | man 
manages to earn #1 a week, the news that 1) roubles is being earned in I. mndon 
epreads like wildfire among his friends in Russia and Poland, and others flock 
hither inthe telief that similar good fortune awaits them. All that we can 
do here is to deter emigration. This Shelter, far from increasing immigration to 
this city, may even lessen it; for after a short probationary period thore inmates who 
are unfitted for labour will be repatriated. The few thus sent back wil] prevent 
many hundreds from coming here. We hope that in the Shelter we shall not only 
be able to deal with the very poor, but that we may also give advice to those who 
come here with some means. I trust that in time this institution will become a 
House of Call, and if we are not bles‘ed with too great a stock of mon y. 
we may at any rate possess an inexhaustible stock of good advice. The second 
objection to the Shelter, that it is in Opposition to the Board of (;uardians, is 
absurd on the face of it. We even tried to affiliate it with the Board. but J 
do not despair of an ultimate union being consummated, The President of the 
Board, Mr, Lionel Cohen, regards our institution favourably,and we have many 
friends on that body, notably, our excellent Vice-President. Mr. Herman 
Landau.

Mr. Exvuis A. FRANKLIN, President of the Shelter, moved a vote of thanks to 
Dr. Hermann Adler for having consecrated the building. Mr. Franklin expressed 
the hope thatthe undertaking, though humble in its beginniog, might prove a 
success, and that it might never be permitted to flag from want of harmony and 
discretion. 

Mr. H. B. Bir~paum seconded the “motion, which was carried with hearty 
cheers, 

The Rev, Dr. H. ADLER, in returning thanks, said he took a great interest in 
the institution, and he was gratified to fiud that it had been established in spite of 
certain difficulties. But the opponents of the Shelter had the interests of the com- 
munity at heart as much as its friends. He submitted that there was a danger of 
an emigration from the East, which was too rapid or too persistent, and it was 
naturally apprehended by some that such an emigration would te injurious to the 
poor already settled here. The danger, he confessed. was not without found ition, 
Then there was another danger. Ata recent raeeting of the Guardians of White- 
chapel, the Rev. Mr. Billing, the Rector of Spitalfields, who was not. supposed to 


be unfriendly to the Jews, mentioned having read the report of the Board of 
Guardians. which dwelt on the large immigration of Russians and Poles into 
England, and he then made use of the remark that it seemed to him as though it 
would be good if there were a Bismarck in this country to issue decrees of expal. 
sion, He (Dr. Adler) was glad to say that this remark was received with cries of 

“Shame” from the Christian Guardians, He was pleased for one special reason that 
the Shelter had been established, and that was because it would be a refage against 
the machinations cf the missonaries who sought to ensnare poor foreign Jews in 
times of hunger and despair, That Home was in truth av’ldn (Sanctuary), With 
native wit some one had said that this word might well read for the initials of the 
four words, “ hier kinnen da/fonim sterben (“ here the poorcan die but he would 

rather say of the new Shelter, “ hier kénnen da/fonim leben ~ (“ here the poor can 

live’), He earne stly trusted that with God's blessing the inmates of the Shelter 

would profit by it, that they would be taught to prosper and to become loyal and 

law-abiding citizens, and that the exertions of Mr. Montagu and the other pro- 

moters of the movement would be realised to the full. (Cheers), 

Mr. Herman LANDAU proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Montagu for pre. 
siding. Mr. Landan mentioned that since the Shelter had been in existence it had 
sent many foreigners back to their homes, and had been instrumental in helping 
some through private sources, whilst others had been sentto Canada withthe aid of 
the Board of Guardiana, 

: Mr. B. BIRNBATM, in seconding the vote, eulogised the services Mr, Montagu 
had rendered the Jews in the East, and expressed the hope that in him the commu. 
nity would find a second Moses Montefiore, 

The vote was carried by acclamation. 

Mr. MontaGu, in acknowledging the vote, referred to his intended visit to 
Poland. and said that one of his objects in 80 doing was to check emigration to 
England. Mr, Montagu, in conclusion, expressed the indebtedness of the Com- 
mittee to Mr. Lewis Sclomon, the Honorary Architect, and to Mr. Herbert 
Bentwitch, Honorary Solicitor to the Shelter.

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


The following is the text of the Report of the Goveramoat lasp2:tor on his 
recent examination of the pupils of the Stepney Jewish Schools : 


Boys’ Scuoo.,—The work of the elementary subjects continues to be taught 


with great efficiency on the whole. Reading is very good indeed in the Ist Standard, 


and in the upper Standards. In the 2nd and Srd Standards there is much inequality ; 
but on the whole, it is fairly good. Spelling is excelent in the Ist, 4th, and 5th 
Standards, It is good in 3rd Standards, and fairly good in the 2nd.. Composition 
is very satisfactory. Arithmetic reaches excellence in the 2nd and $rd Standards, 
aud closely approaches it in the Ist, 4th, 5th and 7th. In the6th Standard it is 
fairly good. Penmanship merits unqualified praise in the 5th, 6tb, and 7th Stan- 
dards. It is easy and uniform’to a degree rarely met with. The Ciphering 1: 
equally praiseworthy. The Grammar of the 5th Standard is a failure,and that of 
the 4th is but fair. Owing to this very grave weakness the higher grant for 
English cah only be re commended with hesitation. Grammar is excellent in the 
Oth Standard, good in the 2nd and 7th, and fairly good in the ith. The Recitation 
is good, well prepared and well delivered, Geography is thoroughly good in the 
ith Standard, fairly good in the Yad and ord, but weak iu tha Ist. English History 
is tanght with most praiseworthy results. The papers in Algebra and Euclid are 
very creditably done. French has also been very creditably taught in the first two 
stages. 

Senoow —The splendid results of last year have been repeated. The 
elementary subjects are in admirable condition, in most instances very good, and 
in the 6th and 7th Standards excellent. There are no failures in, Reading and 
Spelling, and only 3 im Arithmetic, Penmanship has improved, and is now very 
good. Both branches of English are remarkably good, especially the Grammar of 
the upper Staudards. Miss Jones reports that the Needlework is gvod, and adds 
that some of the exercises are very good, all the Standards being well taught. 
Scuoo.,—A most efficiently conducted department. There is no 
branch of infant instraction which is not admirably taught.

The Journal de St. Peters ourg, the mouthpiece of the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, denies the correctness of the report that the Government has forbidden 
foreign Jews, except under certain restrictions, to enter Russia in future. The 
official organ declares that tliis order applies exclusively to persons who have no 
visible means of earning a livelihood. 

At one of the recent sittings of the Commission on the Jewish Question, an 

anti-Semitic member proposed that a limit should be put on the number of 
Jewish medical men, even though they are not employed in the army or as muni 
cipal doctors. After a violent attack on Jewish doctors, another member of the 
Commission, one of the highest personages in the aristocracy, defended the 
Jewish medical practitioners from the aspersions cast uponthem, and eulogised 
their humane exertions in behalf of the sick poor without distinction of creed. 
_ °The Chief of Police at St. Petersburg, whilst continuing to carry out with 
the utmost rigour the restrictive measures affecting the Jews, has mitigated his 
severity towards Jewish soldiers and their families,who last year had been ordered 
to quitithe city. They have now been authorised to continue their abode in 
St. Petersburg. 

We mentioned some time ago that the Academy of Wilna had forbidden 
Jewish students who frequented the Universities placed under its authority fromm 
giving lessons to Christian children. This order was submitted to the Minister 
of Public Instruction with the view to its being applied throughout the Empire. 
The Commission, which the Minister appointed to examine the measure, has 
rejected it by a large majority. 

Dr. Harkavy, the celebrated Oriental scholar, has been elected a member of 
the learned Society Silogos in Constantinople, which numbers in its ranks many 
European and Asiatic savants. Dr. Harkavy is not only the first Jew, but the 
Gest Russian, to whom this distinction has fallen. .
